Black Measles. 


The Philadelphia Press says: An 


alarming epidemic of black measles, 
a type of the disease which is so ma- 
lignant as to be often mistaken for 
small-pox, has swept through the 
hospital department of the almshouse 
during the past week. Thirty-two 
cases developed altogether, and of 
these ten proved fatal, eight deaths 
occurring in the children's asylum 
and two in the nursery.

vent its further spread, aud to cure 
those who are now prostrated by it. 


Pish aa Nutriment for the Nervous

Sir Henry Thompson's recent de- 


nunciation of the notion that fish- 
eating increases brain power is not 
indorsed by the London press, on 
the ground that, though it has long 
been perfectly well known to physi- 
cians that the phosphorus theory 
must be discarded, still the fact is 
beyond dispute that fish is a form of 
food which is easily digested, and 
proves specially 
nutritive to the 


bodies of brain workers. Concern- 
ing Sir Henry Thompson's opinion 
that the only way it acts is by put 
ting a man's body in proper relation 
with work he has to do, the Lancet 
remarks that, though this be quite 
true, the brain is an integral part of 
the body, comprehending, moreover, 
a considerable number of the most 
important centers of the nervous 
system, whence the body as a whole 
derives its power—therefore in put- 
ting a man's body in proper relation 
with his work, fish may chiefly act 
by supplying his nervous system 
with specially available nutriment.

It was in such 
a 3omm unity and amid such influ- 
ences that Mrs. Douglass was edu- 
cated, and it is not surprising that 
she has the courage of her opinions." 


AN eccentric farmer named Bay 


left his farm and family near Lafay- 
ette, Ind., for Chicago, some seven- 
teen years ago, "mysteriously disap- 
peared," and was given up by his 
friends as dead. His estate was ac- 
cordingly settled up and disposed of 
by order of the local court, and he 
had been almost forgotten. Recent- 
ly, however, he made his appearance 
at bis old home, and now claims his 
property. 
The lawyers are puzzled 


to know whether the property be- 
longs to him or to those now in pos- 
session. Inasmuch as he had vol- 
untarily abandoned his home for so 
many years, and in view of the fact 
that all the steps that bad been tak- 
en for the settlement and disposition 
of his estate were entirely justifiable 
and in strict accordance with the 
laws, it would seem that, in justice, 
he has forfeited all his claims. No- 
body is to blame but himself, and 
the verdict of the jury—if there is to 
be a jury—should be, "Served him 
right." 


A BOSTON paper has mada the as- 


tonishing discovery that Benedict 
Arnold was not the first traitor in 
the struggle for American indepen- 
dence. It holds up to modern seorn 
the name of Dr. Benjamin Church, 
of Baynham, Mass. The novel story 
is to this effect: Church became em- 
inent as a surgeon after some years 
of study in London. He was a 
bachelor, lived extravagantly and 
licentiously. Prior to the revolution 
he affiliated with the leading WLigs, 
and was a member of the Massachu- 
setts Provincial Congress. 
At the 


same time be was the becret enemy 
of the republicans. 
In 1774 he 


wrote parodies of his own popular 
songs and sent them to Tory news- 
papers, and in September, 1775, a 
cipher letter written by him to Major 
Cain, in Boston, was intercepted. 
He was arrested and tried in Cam- 
bridge on the charge of holding 
criminal correspondence with the en- 
emy. 
He was convicted and impris- 


oned, and was kept in close confine- 
ment for seven months, being re- 
leased only on account of failing 
health. He sailed for the West In- 
dies, neither he nor the vessel being | 
heard of afterward.

s "rolling off a log," and when the 
jarlisles, 
Morrisons and 
Hurds 


laim that they are advocating the 
'time-honored principles'1 of Jeffer- 
on, Jacksou and the rest of the 
athers of thsir party, when they es 
louse the doctrine of free trade, they 
ire not talking by the card. 
Wash- 


ngton wore a cuat of domestic man- 
ufacture on the day of his inaugu- 
ation, and Franklin appeared at the 
iourt of France clad in the same 
lotnely garb, and both were actuated 
ty a respect for the universal senti- 
ment of the people at the time, 
which was strongly in favor of fos- 
ering their native industries. The 
itudent of the early history of this 
:ountry will search in vain to find a 
:ree trader in the convention that 
ramed the Constitution of the Uni- 
«d States, but he will find that the 
irst Congress passed a high protec- 
ive tariff at its first session, and 
amended it by making it still more 
stringent at the second session. 


When the 
World gets through 


n-oving that the early and original 
Democrats were all protectionists, 
et it read its party leaders a lesson 
on the effects of the two "revenue 
•fiform" experiments of its party in 
183:3 and in 1840. The Clay-Oal- 
jouu compromise tariff of 1838 pro- 
duced the financial panic of 1837, 
md for the first time introduced re- 
jmdiation into our public affairs. 
Dne hihtoriun says that "a greater 
public calamity had iiever fallen up- 
on the country." It was a Southern 
measure, brought forward by a sec- 
;iou of the Union that knew nothing 
of a diversified industry, but which 
was devoting all its energies to rais- 
ng tobacco, cotton, rice and sugar, 
and to breeding negroes for sale. 
The Southern slaveholders manufac- 
tured nothing, but purchased every- 
thing, and wanted to buy where they 
ctailcl buy the cheapest. 
Martin 


Van Buren's Administration felt the 
fall effects of the low tariff of 1833, 
aud the people arose in their maj- 
esty and overthrew it in 1840 by the 
election of Harrison and Tyler. The 
tariff of 1846 was another Democrat- 
ic experiment in favor of "a tariff for 
revenue only," and two years later 
the industrial interests of the coun- 
try were so paralyzed that the Dom 
ocratic party was again defeated by 
the election of a Whig President— 
Zachary Taylor.
